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(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To replace a font which is characteristic to 
the processor with a font registered by a user and 
output it by a normal character call. 

CONSTITUTION: The font which is characteristic to the 
processor is stored in a character font data storage 
part 2 corresponding to character codes, the external 
character font which is registered by the user is stored 
in a user external character font storage part 3 
corresponding to external character codes, and the 
character codes and external character codes are stored 
in a code conversion table 4 while made to correspond to 
each other; and a code and font conversion control part 
1 converts a called character into its character code, 
retrieves whether or not the converted character code is 
present in the code conversion table 4, and outputs the 
font characteristic to the processor as character font 
data when the character code is absent or the 
corresponding external character font when present.

[ABSTRACT] 

[OBJECT] The present invention is to replace font inherent 
to a device with font registered by a user to output it by normal 
character calling . 

[STRUCTURE] Font inherent to a device is stored in a font data 
storage portion 2 so as to correspond to character code, 
external font which has been registered by a user is stored 
in a user external font storage portion 3 so as to correspond 
to external code, and the character code and the external code 
are stored in code conversion table 4 so a so to correspond 
to each other. A code- font conversion control portion 1 
converts a called character to a character code, and it retrieve 
whether or not the converted character code exists in the code 
conversion table 4. If the converted character code does not 
exist, font inherent to a device is output as character font 
data and if it exists, external font corresponding thereto is 
output as the character font data.

[Embodiment] An embodiment of the present invention will 

be explained below with reference to the drawings. FIG. 1 is 
a block diagram showing a configuration of a word processor 
(hereinafter, referred to as a present invention device). In 
FIG. 1, reference numeral 1 denotes a code-font conversion 
control portion which determines whether a called character 
is output in a form of a character font inherent to a device 
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or it is output in a form of a character font of an external 
character which has been registered by a user. Font data 
inherent to a device is stored in a character font data storage 
portion 2 so as to correspond to character code and external 
font which has been registered by a user is stored in a user 
external font storage portion 3 so as to correspond to external 
code comprising code rather than the code which has been 
attached to the font data inherent to the device. Furthermore, 
all or a portion of character codes of font inherent to the 
device is stored on the left column of a code conversion table 
4 and corresponding external codes are stored on the right 
column thereof. 

[0010] Procedure of user registered external font output 

according to the present invention device configured in the 
above manner will be explained with reference to a flowchart 
shown in FIG. 2. When a character is called, the character is 
converted to a character code of a font inherent to a device 
and a determination is made about whether or not the converted 
character code exists on the left column of the code conversion 
table 4 (SI) . When the converted character code does not exist 
on the left column, corresponding character font data inherent 
to the device is read out from the character font data storage 
portion 2 (S2) , and the called character is output to a printer 
or display device with the font inherent to the device. 
[0011] Meanwhile, when the character code exists on the 

left column of the code conversion table 4, corresponding 
external code is read out form the right column (S3), and 
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corresponding external font data is read from the user external 
font storage portion 3 on the basis of the external code (S4), 
so that the called character is output with the user registered 
external font. 
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
